de Ladefai,”’ a portion of which the French had taken, A second at- 
tack was completely repulsed. 

The statement continues: ‘In Belgium our heavy artillery has 
supported the action of the British fleet against the batteries along 
the coast. 

‘‘No important action occurred in Artois. The enemy has shown 
some activity near Armancourt.

“*A flotilla of aeroplanes today dropped 72 bombs on the station 
at Guignicourt. The bombardment appeared to be very etficacious.
